3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance; 

No prior art references include a display for indicating the status of compression 
of a seal in a door in conjunction with a plurality of electrically coupled switches 
disposed under said seal, wherein actuation of all the switches by compression of the 
seal causes the display to indicate the door is closed. The gel sealant enclosure taught 
by Chandler et al [U.S. 6,494,464] gives a visual indication of a seal. However, this is 
not a display assembly actuated by a plurality of switches.
